White river agency in the autumn of 'TO. 
The necessity of removing tbe Utes from so 
rich and extended a territory was tliericeforlh 
reeqgntzed by the Interior department and 
negotiations wete begun which resulted In 
the purchase of the reservation and the as- 
ilgnraent of a new oue in southern Utah. 
In July, 18S3, the Indian title was fo-mally 
extinguished and the western-oue sixth of
